How To Use The Catalogue. 
The card catalogue perfonna tor 
the hooka In a libra^ the same func- 
tion which the city directory or the 
telephone book performs for the resid- 
ents of a city. The particular floor 
and alcove where a book belongs cor- 
responds to the street, and the numb«r 
Indicating relative posKloh en 'à par- 
ticular shelf corresponds to the num- 
ber of the house in which a person 
lives. The "call number" on the 
catalogue card leads the Inquirer to 
the author much as a telephone num- 
ber or street address brings him in 
touch with an individual. 

The card catalouue contains a 
record of the avallablé booka. In the 
library. It "is arranged In alpliabetl- 
cal order, and is to be conBUlted in 
the same way as the directory or tele- 
phone book. 

For a book by a certain author 
look under bis name (printed In 
black), where you will find his writ- 
ings listed, with one cai^d for each 
book. 

For a book on a definite subject 
look for the subject (printed in red) 
and you will find what the library has. 
If you do not find the subject wanted, 
look under other possible names than 
the one selected. Frequently the 
catalogue will suggeet which of alter- 
native forms has been used— for In- 
stance, It will refer you from "(Jov- 
emment" to "Political Science," or 
front ■' "Grammar" to. .."Laivguagç — 
Orammar." Sometlmea at .the: end of 
a set of subject cards yciù 'will bè told 
to "see alto" certain other headings 
wKere you will find additional related 
information — for example, In addition 
to the t>ook8 bearing the red subject 
heading "Education" you will be re-

THACKEEAY'S HOTEL, 

The Washington Hotel, at Mllne- 
burg, a suburb of New Orleans, over- 
looking the placid waters of Lake 
Pontcharlrain, is being dismantled. 

To those, who -have never IJngered 
long on.the curving shore of the Gulf 
of Mexico, this announcement moans 
little, yet half a century ago this ram- 
I bling old brick and frame hotel was 
the favorite resort of Thackerayi as, 
long before him, its famous boullla-! 
balse had lured Andrew .Taekson from 
the celebrated eating places of the old 
Rue Royale In Now. Orlntins. The 
Pontcharlrain railroad, tho aecon 1 
steam line to be constructed In the 
United States, then connected Now 
Qrleans with Mllneburg, about seven 
miles to the north and east, on the 
shores of the lake. It was an import- 
ant railroad, even though short, for It 
led to the landing at Mllneburg 
whence boats carried passengers out 
through lakes Pontcharlrain and 
Borgne and, Mississippi Sound to th,- 
Gulf, where they could get steamers 
for the north and cast, or for Panama. 

'.T**.?.. became fatnous as a 
gathering place of the fashionables of 
New OrleaM, and its old books, now 
being placed In the state museum, 
bear the names of scores of men 
whose descendants are to-day well 
known In modern New Orleans. The 
building held its own as a popular, 
hotel, from the t^ay «f4ts founding,, 
away back In . 1810 or 1812, until 
.About A900, when it became a church,' 
and, thereafter, a community centre 
for a public playground. The Louis- 
ville & Nashvlllo Railroad acqulrod 
the hotel when It absorbed the Pont- 
charlrain Railroad, and having d^- 
elded to get;rld of non-operative and 
non-productive property, sold the 
building to a wrecking company, 
.which is now demolishing It.
